General  Water  Supply. 

Nearly  76  million  gallons  of  water  were  used  during  the  year,  this 
being  very  nearly  20%  more  than  the  previous  year. 

Approval  was  sanctioned  in  June  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  your 
Council  to  proceed  with  the  water  softening  plant,  and  the  work  was 
commenced  towards  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  This  should  be  com¬ 
pleted  within  9  months. 

Several  burst  water  mams  had  to  be  repaired,  and  this  is  difficult 
when  occurring  at  night  time  during  the  “  black-out  ”  periods. 

Housing. 

No  Council  houses  were  erected  and  private  enterprise  ceased  ; 
a  large  number  will  be  required  after  the  war  and  these  must  have  as  many 
labour  saving  devices  as  possible,  otherwise  the  farming  community  will 
suffer  very  badly  if  the  rural  worker  is  forced  to  migrate  to  urban  and 
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city  life.  Private  enterprise  in  rural  areas  is  never  able  to  provide  houses 
for  these  types  of  workers,  hence  financial  assistance  must  be  given.  A 
very  acute  shortage  of  houses  is  already  prevalent  and  overcrowding  is 
taking  place,  due  to  evacuees  and  war  conditions. 

Owners  of  property  in  some  cases  give  orders  for  repairs  to  be 
carried  out,  but  weeks  elapse  before  these  can  be  done,  labour  and 
material  always  being  difficult  to  obtain. 

Sewage. 

As  previous  reports  show,  there  are  several  villages  where  schemes 
are  held  up  until  after  the  war. 

Scavenging. 

This  work  is  still  being  carried  out  as  in  my  previous  report,  and  a 
few  complaints  were  received. 

Salvage. 

About  42  tons  of  paper  have  been  collected  and  there  will  be  more 
next  year.  The  W.V.S.  have  undertaken  this  work  with  no  cost  on  the 
rales  except  transport. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Foods. 

Attention  has  been  given  to  this  class  of  work  and  no  case  of  warning 
was  necessary.  Most  of  this  work  is  controlled  through  government 
and  central  channels. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  this  class  of  work,  although  the 
farmer  has  been  severely  handicapped  by  labour  shortage,  and  the  demand 
for  increased  food  production  work.  There  is  still  room  for  improvement 
in  cleanliness,  and  only  by  annual  licences,  as  previously  advocated  in 
my  former  reports,  can  those  responsible  for  milk  production  be  made 
to  realise  the  importance  of  cleanliness.

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GENERAL  REMARKS. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation* 

* 

This  important  matter  is  being  pushed  forward  at  as  fast  a  pace  as 
possible  in  order  to  ensure  as  much  protection  as  possible  for  our  young 
children.  At  the  end  of  1941,  we  had  about  15%  of  children  under  five 
and  24%  of  these  oyer  five  and  under  fifteen  immunised  and  so  protected. 
We  must  have  80%  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible,  and  I  trust  every 
Councillor  will  use  his  influence  to  persuade  waverers. 

Despite  over  two  years  of  war  with  rationing  and  limitation  of  many 
items  of  our  usual  diet,  the  health  of  the  district  has  remained  remarkably 
good  on  the  whole,  and  although  we  had  almost  1 50  cases  of  those  trying 
diseases.  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  we  had  no  deaths. 

Certain  foods,  and  particularly  those  containing  vitamins,  have 
come  to  be  recognised  as  of  extreme  value  beyond  mere  monetary  worth. 
The  humble  cabbage  and  carrot,  the  whole  wheaten  flour,  milk  and  eggs, 
now  hold  highly  honoured  places  in  our  diet,  and  their  value  can  be 
discussed  nowadays  with  as  much  knowledge  by  the  simple  housewife 
as  by  many  an  erstwhile  student  of  physiology  and  chemistry,  thanks 
to  efficient  radio  and  newspaper  publicity.  The  more  we  know  of  such 
things  generally  the  better  for  the  future  of  our. race. 

Once  more  I  wish  to  thank  your  Inspector  for  another  year’s  work, 
in  which  “  salvage  ’’  has  been  a  greater  worry  than  infectious  disease.
